Above her 
are the words LIBERTAS AMERICANA and below her bust and a raised bar is 4 JUIL 1776. This obverse design was somewhat 
copied for the 1793 half cents, which show the head of Liberty facing left, with her cap of freedom raised high on the pole behind 
her head. All other Liberty cap coinage with the pole struck in our country has Liberty facing to the right. There are three dates 
noted on this medal, the obverse as noted has 4 JUIL 1776, the reverse has two dates, one is October 17, 1777 and October 19, 
1781.

The reverse has the Goddess Minerva (representing France) defending with her shield and spear the infant baby (the United 
States) from the British Lion who is seen with his tail between his legs, a sign of submission. The original design was by Benjamin 
Franklin, with some revisions into the final product by Dupre such as the Fleur De Lis on the shield instead of on Minerva’ s 
dress.

An amazing example which we feel is a special striking. Full mirror field on the strips of the shield below the Eagle’ s head. Prob- 
ably the first strike at the San Francisco mint in 1857. The eye appeal is absolutely stunning here, with bold mirror reflectivity and 
a full and sharp strike. The surface are incredible too, with nary a nick or bagmark to be found, this is all the more incredible on 
these delicate mirror surfaces. Precious few of the S. S. Central America double eagles show any degree of prooflike reflectivity 
and most are satiny and lustrous. Only the first few coins struck from fresh polished dies show this degree of mirror fields and 
contrast. 


Early on when the first and largest group of 1857-S double eagles were recovered from this shipwreck, PCGS was not designating 
any of these as Prooflike as there were so few that qualified for this designation that they were just considered early strikes of mint 
state coins. Later as more and more of these prooflike coins were submitted for grading of later dates and not from any ship- 
wrecks, a separate designation was included for the coins that qualified with enough depth to the reflectivity for the prooflike des- 
ignation, similar to that on Morgan silver dollars. This sparkling jewel is one such coin with the incredible mirror surfaces in the 
fields and gem quality too. As time has evolved PCGS has added the Prooflike designation to these early double eagles, if they 
qualify, but thus far none have graded finer than MS-64+ Prooflike at that grading service. This this is one of the finer examples 
to be recovered and one of the precious few to show this degree of mirror depth and reflectivity.

Kellogg & Humbert Assayers, Mold KH-03, 64.08 Oz. at 837 Fine, value in 1857 $1108.73, Bar #464.. Listed in A Califor- 
nia Gold Rush History in the original recovery items on page 1008. This bar was recovered with the initial gold found in 1988 
from the shipwreck. 


This historic gold bar, measuring 99 mm height, 45 mm wide, 29 mm thick, is from the famous treasure recovered from the 1857 
shipwreck of the S.S. Central America. The total number of ingots recovered from Kellogg & Humbert is 343 of which 69 were 
melted for production of the $50 Kellogg Commemorative Restrikes. This ingot is from Mold KH-03 and is plated on page 431 
of Q. David Bowers' A California Gold Rush History featuring the treasure from the S.S. Central America. 


A formidable gold bar, the approximate value of 55 double eagles at the time it was cast and valued by the famed assayers Kellogg 
& Humbert. As seen on all such gold bars, the top inscription is that of the bar number, unique to each gold bar, in this case No. 
464, below is the Assayers name framed within a simple rectangular box Kellogg / & / Humbert / Assayers. It is notable that no 
location is given, as these bars and their names were well enough known to be valued correctly by anyone likely to see these bars. 
Below their name in the same large numerical font as the bar number, is the weight, 64.08 oz, below that is .837 Fine. At the bot- 
tom of the facing portion of the bar is the value, $1108.73. As always, the lower right corner of the face of the bar is cut off and 
that portion was used (prior to valuation) to determine the fineness and thus the value of the bar itself. On the back of the bar the 
serial number is stamped again, but using a different font. The usual cooling depression is seen on the back of the bar, pulled 
from mold KH-03 as seen on several other bars from this shipwreck. 


Much of this golden cargo was likely expected in a few days after the sinking of the ship to land in New York Harbor, where the 
gold could be transported anywhere it was needed. Much of the gold in these bars would probably have ended up in Philadelphia 
where it could be refined and coined into various gold coins that were needed for international as well as local trade. Instead, the 
hurricane of September, 1857 had other ideas, swamping the S.S. Central America and sending her and much of her gold to the 
bottom of the sea. Tragically hundreds of lives were lost in the storm as well. The finding of this shipwreck and subsequent recov- 
ery of so much of the gold and various artifacts is one of the greatest discoveries of our lifetimes, and to be able to purchase such 
a significant portion of this treasure would truly be the dream of many collectors. So if you have longed for a historic and timeless 
golden artifact from the Central America, then look no further than this lot!

Although this tetradrachm names the Syracusans as the issuing authority, it was actually struck during the rule of Agathokles ag) 
tyrant of the city. It was probably struck to finance the increasingly desperate war against the Carthaginians in Sicily that forced 
Agathokles to flee Syracuse in 310 BC and attempt to inflict losses on Carthage at home. Although he managed to capture severa 
cities on the coast of what is now modern Tunisia, his forces were soundly defeated in 307 BC. At this point, Agathokles aban 
doned his army (and his two sons!) and secretly sailed back to Sicily. Despite this ignominious end to the war in North Africa 
Agathokles had proved himself dangerous enough that the Carthaginians abandoned the siege of Syracuse and accepted a peace 
settlement. The types of Arethusa and a racing quadriga had been traditional at Syracuse since the fifth century BC, but the issue o 
Agathokles is notable for its prominent use of an additional triskeles symbol. The triskeles was often used in antiquity as a symbo 
of the three-cornered island of Sicily and here may advertise his ambition to become the king of all Sicily - a title he finally claimed 
for himself in 305 BC.

The ancilia were the sacred shields of Mars and were asso- 
ciated with the Sali, a college of priests whose ceremonies 
signled the begining and ending of a military campaign 
season. Founded by Rome's second king, Numa Pompi- 
lius, the Sali were so-called because one aspect of their rit- 
ual involved leaping (salire). Beginning in March they 
would process throughout the city with the ancilia. At the 
end of the month, these shields would be cleansed and 
stored away. In October, the same ritual was performed to 
mark the end of the season.

This superb piece is the silver twin of the gold pattern Broad, which sold for a hammer price of $270,000.00 in the Goldberg sale of 
June 6th 2016 (lot 2285) some five years ago. 


The gold sibling, struck from the same dies, was described then by the cataloguer as "an astonishingly well-preserved specimen, 
likely the finest known, of numismatic importance as a (gold) pattern of similar stature to the famed Petition Crown struck in silver. 
The collecting opportunity of a lifetime to acquire this historically significant and beautifully made coin." 


The description can also be applied to this exquisite silver specimen. Only a tiny number of examples are known to exist, and this is 
as carefully struck and likely as well preserved as any example offered in past decades. 


The 2016 cataloguer narrates the story of Simon and his work. Thomas Simon, born circa 1623, was one of the sons of Peter 
Simon of Guernsey, whose older brother Abraham was also a medallist. He first came to the attention of Nicholas Briot about 1635 
and was engaged as an apprentice at the Royal Mint - his first work being the "Scottish Rebellion" medal of 1639. After the execu- 
tion of Charles I in 1649 and during the period of The Commonwealth he mostly engraved seals and medals, and was politically 

neutral. 


Around 1650 Cromwell spotted Simon' s talent and ordered him to make effigies of’ General Cromwell’ to be used to produce gold 
and silver medals as awards to officers and soldiers who took part in the Battle of Dunbar. Simon's work was so well received that 
he was selected to engrave dies for Cromwell's portrait coins - struck from 1656 until 1658 (the year of Cromwell’ s death). 


The short-lived milled coinage using Simon' s effigy of Oliver Cromwell and his shield, and struck by Blondeau, ended in August 
1660 (a few months after the return of the monarchy in the person of King Charles I) but it had shown that the process of hand 
hammering coins was old fashioned and unable to forestall counterfeiting and the illegal shaving of metal from the uneven coin 

edges. 


Simon! s 1660-dated Broads, struck for the new king, had a similar weight and diameter to the gold and silver Broads of Cromwell, 
minted just a few years earlier in 1656. And as a pattern these were designed to promote the continuation of the series. 


Charles II was the first of a new breed of monarchs, and much of his passion was devoted to the arts despite the catastrophes of the 
first years of his reign - including the Plague and the Great Fire of London. He began building what eventually became the royal art 
collection of paintings, and he was a magnanimous patron of the flourishing sciences, as well as of architects such as Christopher 
Wren. Charles took a particular personal interest in sculpture and in the engraving arts as well, to which the superb artistry of this 
wonderful pattern attests. Here we see a lifelike image of the king replete with touching details shown in considerable relief and 
with artistic flair. 


The fabulous work of engraving art seen in this lot, struck only as a pattern, was largely responsible for the (permanent) introduc- 
tion of the ' milled’ or machine-made coinage as ordered by the King in Council on May 17th 1661 - shortly after this piece was cre- 
ated. 


But Simon’ s immense talent would not serve him ably enough during the Restoration. Thomas Rawlins was reinstated as chief 
engraver at the mint. In June 1660 he was ordered to prepare a new portrait of the king, but failed to do so on time, and Simon was 
given the assignment on August 10th of that year. Then came the fateful contest between Thomas Simon and John Roettier of 
Flanders in February 1662. Simon produced the magnificent and now famous ' Petition Crown’ with its stunning royal image and 
the spectacular edge engraving that petitioned King Charles II to select Simon! s work for royal coinage. Perhaps remembering 
Simon’ s medal of 1651 (and Simon' s other work for Cromwell) the king decided in favour of Roettier, effectively ending Simon" s 
employment at the Royal Mint. He died of the plague in June 1665. 


Fortunately, there remains this extraordinary pattern as an everlasting testimony to the talents of one of the world' s greatest numis- 
matic engravers.
